1. ON APRIL 22 EMBOFF DISCUSSED ESF NEGATIVE LIST WITH 
HANABUSA, HEAD, FIRST SOUTHEAST ASIA DIVISION, FONOFF, 

ALONG LINES REFTEL. HANABUSA SAID HE HAD FORWARDED LIST 
TO OTHER CONCERNED MINISTRIES AND, IN VIEW USG 
INTEREST, WOULD DO BEST TO OBTAIN THEIR CONCURRENCE BY 
MID-WEEK. HANABUSA SAID HE HAD STUDIED LIST AND DID NOT 
ANTICIPATE THAT OTHER MINISTRIES WOULD HAVE PROBLEMS WITH 
IT SO LONG AS IT NON-DISCRIMINATORY. 

2. HANABUSA SAID HE NOT CLEAR RE PROCEDURES INVOLVED IN 
ADOPTING LIST. IF CKR UNILATERALLY PROMULGATES LIST (WITH 
USG CONCURRENCE) BEFORE GOJ HAS HAD TIME TO MAKE ITS 
VIEWS KNOWN, THERE SMALL POSSIBILITY GOJ COULD BE EM- 
BARRASSED BY THIS. OTHER HAND, IF GKR (AND USG) NEED 
CONSENT OF OTHER DONORS TO PROMULGATE LIST, GOJ WOULD 
NOT OBJECT TO USG CONCURRING BEFORE GOJ HAD COMPLETED ITS 
CONSIDERATION OF THE QUESTION. TO AVOID POSSIBILITY OF 
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PROBLEM ARISING, HANABUSA SAID, IT WOULD BE BEST IF USG 
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COULD WAIT FOR FEW DAYS BEFORE CONCURRING TO LIST.
